John S. Murchlson, chairman of 


the war price and rationing board, 
at noon today had received no offi- 
cial confirmation that tire ration- 
ing will end Jan. 1, 
He stated 


that the end had been anticipated, 
however no word had been receiv- 
ed from the regional office. 


With the termination of tiro ra- 


tioning, the panels primary func- 
tions will be the rationing of sug- 
ar, price violations and enforce- 
ment of ceiling prices. 


Beginning Jnn. 1, 1946, the local 


board will not issue
